A STRANGE SCENE IN SOUTHWARK. 
Alarge number of other Northmen ‘had 
taken service with the English King, They 
_ rowwet their ships up thé Thaines to Loudon, 
There waa olurgo market town in the south 
of London called Sudverk (south defence). 
The Danes had antrenched it and built: up 
a rampart with balks uf timber, ‘stones, and 
rasa turf, Tha defence thus entrenched 
wae called by the Northmen and Danes o 
veerk (a work). At tho -time Sudsark was 
folly manned by the Danes, and an assault 
* in force by King Athelred bad been repulsed 
with heavy toss. The koy of the _ position 
wns a bridge, between” Sudverk: and tho 
castle on the other’ side of the river. Thames, 
This bridge reated on wooden piles driven 
into the bed of the river. Thero was 6 
strong sailing each side of the bridge about 
threp feet high. The bridge was occupied 
by the Danes in large numbers. . Tho castle 
was also in their ‘hands, King Athelred 
eallad a council.of war, and after much 
diseussion Olay Huraldson offered -to attack 
the bridge with bis hips, if tha other chiefs 
would support him, Tbis was assented to, 
Each ebirf of the Northmen and English 
altacked tho bridge according to his own 
plan, but Olay Haraldsan’s was best, He 
collecied a lat: of wicker muta and boards 
from the adjoining houses and placed them 
over his abipa. They wore supported by 
slroog posta and beams, Tboro’ was sufficient.

bridge und were: received’ with’ stowers— of 
stones, arrows, and spears. The stones 
thrown were ao large that belmet or shield 
availed nothing, and ships wera sunk by 
them.

Thames waain the bands of the English 
and Norwagiang, they surrendered it to King 
Athelred. The bridge in » atrategical 
vense, waa important, — because, when 
destroyed, it admitted of the river being 
navigated by the Northmen’s ships beyond 
London, frow whenee attacks could be made
